South Milford, Ind., Sept. 23.—Adrian 


Sturgis, a well known farmer, living five 
and one-half miles northwest of here, 
committed suicide by shooting himself 
in the mouth with a shotgun while at 
the home of his brother-in-law, Charles 
Cochran, three miles away 
from his 


home. It is believed that he committed 
the act while temporary insane. 


Mr. Sturgis had suffered considerable 


hard luck in operating his farm, losing 
manj- hogs with cholerra and his crops 
not being the best. He had brooded over 
his troubles of late and his family and 
friends had watched him rather closely 
for they feared he was suffering with an 
aberration. 
• About 0 o'clock in the morning he 
hitched up a rig and drove over to the 
Cochran home, making the three miles 
just to get a small can of oil, his only 
evident excuse. 
The Cochran family 


thought it rather strange, but after get- 
ting the oil in the barn they started to 
tlie house. Mr. Sturgis claimed that he 
had "forgotten something and returned to 
the barn. 
When he did not return to 


the house a search was made and his 
dead body was found in the, barn. He 
had taken a shotgun, placed the point of 
the barrel in his mouth and used a piece 
of a pitchfork to pull the trigger. Death 
was probably instantaneous. 


Just how he secured the gun is a mys- 


tery for Mr. Cochran did not know there 
was a-gun on the place, let alone one irr 
the barn. Mr. Sturgis had worked sev- 
ral days last week 
at 
the Cochran 


farm, cutting corn, and it is thought 
that he secreated the gun in the barn at 
that time. He probably had carefully 
planned all of the details of the act and 
elected the morning as the right time. 
Mr. Sturgis was a man about thirty- 


cight years of age and he leaves a wid- 
ow and one son. He had lived in this 
vicinity many years and leaves many 
relatives hereabouts.

George Kilpatrick, of Payne, Ohio, Has 


a Relic That Saw Service in Many 


a Heroic Struggle.

service in all the American wars from 
the French and Indiana campaign of 
the middle of the eighteenth century 
to the grtat struggle between the state 
in the CD's.

Fort Cumberland In 1755, as Gen. Ed- 
ward Braddock vainly tried 
to 
rally 


liis demoralized British regulars in n 
battle with the French and Indians in 
his disastrous campaign against Fort 
Duquense. later Fort 
Pitt 
and now 


Pittsburgh, Pa. The drum was picked 
up on the battlefield after the rout of 
the British and Americans 
in 
which 


Braddock was killed and George Wash- 
ington, then a young Virginia colonel. 
led the remnant of the force to safety. 
Edward Gee found it on the bloody field. 
That it played its part with Colonial 
arms during the war for independence 


claimed, but just where and with 


whom is not authenticated. 


Then Joseph Gee took it with him 


against the British in the war of 1812 
and it snarled its patriotic wrath at 
Hull's treasonable surrender of Detroit. 
Later the drum passed into possession 
of the Kilpatrick family through the. 
marriage of a girl of the Gee family 
with a scion of the house of Kilpatrick. 
Into the Mexican war went the old drum 
and it was carried by William Kilpat- 
rick.

its service has not ended. Tt has fig- 
ured in many a reunion of the boys in 
blue and wherever it goes it is honored 
for its heroic past in all the great wars 
fought on American soil.

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Frauds in Primary Voting 


Occasionally-some opponent of the non-partisan mu- 


nicipal movement in Fort Wayne professes to be mightily 
'disturbed over the fact that Mr. Buck and his associates 
upon the ticket were nominated by a mass convention 
upon the report of a committee representing all shades of 
political belief, instead of at a primary held for that pur- 


jpose. In this connection developments at South Bend, 
;: where the grand jury has just returned more than a score 


of indictments alleging frauds at the democratic primary, 
supplies a rather illuminative theme for thought. Evi- 
dence of fraud in voting at South Bend must have been 
considered conclusive, and very properly the authorities 
have set about in attempt at punishment. In a legalized 
primary this is possible. The state law throws its pro- 
. lection about it to preserve the integrity of the primary 
%iM to punish those who cast illegal votes. 


"* 
Any primary that might have been arranged and con- 


'ducted by the non-partisans in Fort Wayne must have 
been jentirely without this legalized protection. The In- 
Idiana law provides that only such political parties as cast 
BO much, as 10 per cent, of the total vote at the last pre- 
ceding general election may claim the privilege of the law- 
ful primary. It leaves the non-partisan movement with 
no claim whatsoever to its protection. The non-partisan 
idea did not take definite form until preparations were be- 
ing made for the present campaign. It could point to no 
previous total of votes cast to entitle it to a place on the 
voting, machines at the primary election. Born of Port 
Wayne's necessity when it became apparent that there 
was no other avenue of escape from the evils of partisan 
role, it realized that any sort of private primary, unpro- 
tected by law would be worse than farcical. It could not 
prevent the participation of its political enemies, with the 
resultant danger of the nomination of a ticket that failed 
to measure up to its responsibilities or that might be 
'diametrically opposed to the principle of non-partisan 
rule for which the independent movement is contending. 


The one course open to those who are fighting for free- 


Born from political rule in Port Wayne affairs was the 
course provided by law—the placing of its nominations on 
the ticket in November by petition after they had been 


•-selected at a duly called popular mass convention. That 


is precisely what is being done. More than that, all the 
criticism of either the ticket .or the manner of its selection 
is found upon the outside. It comes only from those who 
are interested in its defeat. The non-partisans are con- 
tent. The great mass of the voters know that the real 
issue is not the method of nominating candidates but the 
>sdemption of the city from partisan rule and the substi- 
tution of a government by the people instead of by a par- 
tisan machine. It is upon this basis that they are confi- 
dently making their appeal to the voters of Port Wayne. 


Washington dispatches announce that Vice President 


Marshall has given up the job of house-hunting in despair 
and will continue living at a hotel during his stay in 
Washington. It is evident that Sir. Marshall has found 
the real vice presidential problem not in presiding over 
the "greatest deliberate body in the world," but in finding 
a suitable domicile in the national capital at a price he 
feels he can afford to pay.

Anderson, president of the club, "to raise 
the standard of domestic service, to sup- 
ply a home for girls out of employment, 
a meeting place for the girls and their 
friends where decent social life will be 
possible, and maintain an employment 
bureau, 


"There are 4.000 girls in domestic serv- 


ice in Los Angeles. Most of them have 
no pfticc, not even the kitchen of tho em- 
ployer, in which to receive a friend. 


"We want to have some kind of social 


life, to improve BO we can command good 
wages and better treatment. 


Our rules for admission to the club are 


habitually u»iag intoxicants is eligible 
We discourage the discussion of employ- 
ers around the borne on the general idea 
that if we do our best we will have tin 
best places obtainable and the best condi 
tion» now possible in our line of work." 


The employment bureau attached to 


the home will be honestly conducted with 
tUc central idea of meeting both the 
needs of the housekeepers and the work 
ers.

AN ARTIST'S OPINION 


New York, Sept. 2.—To find the real. 


twentieth renturj type 
of 
American 


j womanhood one must today look among 


the professional women and the working 
girle of the country.'' 


That is the opinion of Miss Pearl Grace 


Loebr, the new president of the U'omans" 
Federation of Photographers of America. 
Miss Loehr has made n study of all types 
of American heauty from the woman of 
society to the professional model. For 
sometime she has been making a collec- 
tion of pictures of business women, and 
from this study she declares that among 
them is to be found the real American 
beauty. In her studio at No. 391/., Wash- 
ington square Miss Loehr talked of thH 
type. 


"I have found out that many artists of 


note agree with me in this matter"" she 
said "and numbers of the men who need 
to engage only professional models are 
turning from them to the women who are 
employed during the day but.-who pose i;: 
the evenings or on Sundays. 


"Several years ago the accepted type 


of the American woman was either she 
of the home or of soc;ety. The working 
woman was not known for her beauty, 
and it is only recently that this has been 
discovered. 


"Alphonse Muchn. the well known Bo 


hemian artist, when last in this country, 
said that the working women here out- 
stripped in beauty and style man}- of 
th<- foreign women hailed for their grc:it 
charm. 


The Old T3'pes. 


"Surely the Ann-neon working girl tins 


Developed greatly during the last two 
ucnerationp. and I believe that in many 
:i beauty contest some of them would 


, carry off the prices. 
She of the home i.-< 


, no longer the American type. 
She i« 


' now in stylo of feature, 'somewhat old- 
: fashioned, one might say. There is a 
| lack of the alert intorcKt in h«r face that 


is to be found in the one who works. 


"Her features may lie placid find ralm, 


hut that is not typical of the 
times. 


They may he alert from worry over home 
affairs, but that in not the expression 
with which the working girl meets prob- 
ems. 
The home woman's countenance 


does not in any respect give ono the 
change of expression flint is found in 
thin other independent class. 


"Now-, the society woman is another 


type. 
When a woman of wraith and 


society grows up she upends much of 
her time in foreign countries. At least 
once a season she takes a trip abroad. 
Some of them live at least tin IF of their 
time in a strange land. They Irani for- 
eign languages, are taught bv foreign in- 
structors, acijuire certain habits of liv- 
ing that nrr not of this country. ;md 
mannerisms that, though they mav be 
channing. jire no!, American. 


"The society woman of today shows 


decided 
marks 
of 
various nationali- 


ties, and «ho can not be called the real 
American. Even her clothes have a touch 
that is foreign about them, and her ges- 
tures accentuate the impression. 


"On the other hand, 
our 
American 


working girl beauties have grown up in 
this country. 
Those who are not hor 


here come to America at (in early ago. 
From the moment they enter the public 
schools they begin to feel the independ- 
ence of American surroundings. They in- 
troduce our customs into their homes if 
they are foreigners. 


"The girls of tho middle classes in- 


variably go to work when they am old 
enough, and this introduces tho phase of 
independence, while all tho time their 
minds are developing ami their brains 
arc at work. 


Her Environment an Incentive. 


"Xo matter what may be their em- 


ployment there is a certain amount of 
brain work connected with it that can- 
not help but develop their minds. They 
are in continual contact with outside ele- 
ments, nil of which nre peculiarly identi- 
fied with this country. 


"I do not mean to say that the woman 


who makes her home her business doe 
not also develop, but there is a decide*] 
difference between the shielded life of 
housewife and that of the woman who 
must battle with hundreds of others for 
her place in the world. 


"These girls of the working class have 


remarkably good heads. The brow, whicn 
is becoming known as the 
American 


brow, is broad and full, and one of the 
things that makes the cyco so attractive 
is the lack of coquettishness and the 
straightforward, open, honest expression 
that thev hold. The girl wno works has 
few of the tricks of the flirt. She is 
honest not only in her worK, but in her 
everyday life, and this honesty cannot 
help but appear in her expression. 


"By no means has this type ft baby 


round facrf. 
Tho baby-faced girl of this 


country is gradually disappearing, even 
among those of the stage. The round-

ANOTHER BROTHEL TO VICE 


(By the Non-Partisan City Central Committee.) 


To the Voters of the City of Fort Wayne: 


The sum of THREE THOUSAND SIX HUNDRED DOLLARS, loaned by 


. WiUiam Hosey to Emma Price, went to the building on Eureka street of a house 


that upon completion was dedicated to shame/. It has Iicen shown by the mort- 
gage records of Allen county that on October 5, 1804, William Hosey loaned to 
Emma Price $3,600.00, taking as security a G per cent mortgage covering a part 
of lot No. 578 in Banna's Addition to Fort Wayne. 
Shortly after this a new 


house rose on the Eureka Street front of the segregated vice district. It was 
built by Emma Price and it went into commission as a brothel. The most logical, 
as well as readiest, conclusion is that the loan obtained from Mr. Hosey was em- 
ployed in the construction of this addition to the tolerated zone of commercial- 
ized vice in Fort Wayne. Mr. Hosey must have known at the time he loaned the. 
money what it was to bo used for. He m ust have known that the house was to 
be an immoral resort. Ho could have been in no doubt about tlicso things be- 
cause there were no houses of any other character in that region. 
The purpose 


for which the money was procured of him was clear enough to his mind, even 
admitting he had no statement in definite terms, which is probable. His knowl- 
edge of the man who negotiated the loan, his knowledge of the woman for whom 
it was obtained, and who secured him for it by the mortgage, made clcur enough 
to him what kind of a shameful enterprise he was financing. 
When another 


house was added to colonized prostitution in Fort Wayne, Mr. Hosey saw what 
doubtless he fufly expected to sec.—Adv.

who owns a sixteen-ncre farm near Lin- 
wood, Kan., in the northwest corner of 
Johnson county, is wondering what sort 
of magnet or lodestone is concealed on 
his place that is attracting meteors to 
his very door. 
Mr. Trout's house Ts 


about 1110 feel from the bunk of the Knw 
river. 
About 10 o'clock the other night 


he set a few lines in the river for fish 
nnd then snt for nn hour on his from 
porch facing the river enjoying the coo! 
night air. 
Mr. Trout is 74 yenrs old. 


\Vhile sitting on the porch he heard 


n strange whistling noise coming appar- 
ently from the sky to the northeast. He- 
looked up in time to see what appeared 
to be a gigantic hnll of fire flying to- 
ward him with incredible speed. 
A tnil 


of fire 200 feet long described an arc in 
its wake, extended across the river. 


The trees, houses nnd 
barns 
were 


made plainly visible 
by 
ft 
brilliant, 


greenish light. 
Mr. Trout, describes the 


meteor as having the appearance of nn

Tin- course nf tlir. meteor was from the 
northeaMt. to the HiiutliweHt and was vis- 
ible orilv a lew seconds. 


Mr. Trout saw the meteor strike the 


earth on the bank three feet from the 
water's edge. A hissing noise was heard 
as of hot substanceH being thrown into 
water, and volumes of steam dissolved 
in the air. Mr. Trout ran down to the 
river band and found n hole four feet 
deep in the mud, exhausting steam and 
gnses. 


Tin- next morning he dug around the 


hole and found 
the meteor hud been 


dnshi'd to pieces when it came in contnct 
with a limestone fonnati-in 
four 
feet 


underground. 
Fragments of the meteor 


had bern thrown out, of the hole nnd 
scattered along the l:ank. 
As a whole 


the meteor would probably be ns large 
as a coconnut. 
It was streaked with 


colors nnd parts could be easily crum- 
bled in the hand, while other parts were 
broken with difficulty with a hammer. 
Crystal particles are scatttered through 
the si one. 
It appears to be of sedl- 


mentarv origin rather than a burnt ball 
of metal. 


Two weeks ago Mr. Trout was on 


the river in a boat fishing, when a bril- 
liant streak of tire struck the water 
about n quarter of a mile from him. 
It 


threw water thirty feet, according to 
Mr. Trout, nnd its contact with Uie 
water caused volumes of steam to ns- 
cend. August 4 a meteor which landed 
on Mr. Trout's farm buried itself three 
feet, in the earth. 
Ho dug it up and 


found it weighed seventeen pounds. The 
substance of this one was very much 
the same as the others. 


According to the latest theories of 


writers on nstr.inomv meteors nre frag- 
ments of disintegrated comets or other 
planetary bodies. These revolve in apace 
nnd coming in the path of the earth, 
strike its surface under the force of at- 
traction.

It is the intention of the leapie to have 
instructors from the various agricultural 
colleges of the country lecture in the 
communities on farm life and cultivation 
of the soil. The aid of moving pictures is 
also to be invoked to show every step in 
the raising of crops. 


The intention is to purchase suitable 


lands and sell them for settlement at the 
lowest figure possible and on attractive 
terms. 
The projectors are emphatic in 


their declaration that it is in no senso 
a money-making scheme. 


It is not the intention nt present to 


ask aid from the government, but the 
members of the league believe thnt, once 
the plan is well under way, the govern- 
ment, seeing what it is accomplishing, 
will gladly co-operate.
